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DOUGLAS IS ALL WET 


In a letter of protest to the Dominion Secretary in London regarding 
the federal government's disallowance of the Alberta bank legislation. 
Major Douglas says: “In the first place it is observed with regret that 
the federal cabinet's decision to disallow domestic legislation of Alberta 
was arrived at without steps being taken to ensure the decision had the 
prior support of the people comprising the Dominion. Secondly, in the 
opinion of my association, the action of the prime minister is an un- 
warranted prohibition of acts which have been declared strictly legal and 
in accordance with the will of people of Alberta.” 

By the foregoing it seems that friend Douglas entertained the child- 
ish notion that the federal government should either have called a general 
election with the disallowance matter as the issue. or—and this is the 
more likely thought—that the initiation of court action on the legislation 
should have been left to the banks. It does not appear to have percol- 
ated through the cranium of Remote-Control Dictator Douglas that it 
would have been more in accord with common decency and just plain 
horse-sense if the PROVINCE had not gone ahead with ITS LEGIS- 
LATION “without steps being taken to ensure the decision had the 
prior support of the people comprising the Dominion.
